Over thirty millipn bushels 
of peanuts are sold each year in the United 
States alone. 

The use of the peanut as a food started 
about the time of the Civil War, when the 
Northern soldiers found it growing wild in 
the South and learned that it made good food. 
Most people do not consider the peanut a 
food, but rather a delicacy, similar to confee 
tions, to be used on cireus days or holidays. 

The raw peanut contains such a combina- 
tion of starch, proteid and fat that it is a very 
hearty food and difficult to digest, but when 
it is roasted the starch is converted into dex- 
trose and it is then quite easily digested. 

A very large amount of proteid is found in the peanut, even 
as high as 30 per cent, also 45 per cent fat. 

Peanuts may be purchased already roasted, or they may be 
roasted in the oven at home, as soon as you experiment to find 
roasting ts necessary to
